Meat Cutters’ ’ Union Wins | 
In Cudahy Company Poll 


Wichita, Kans.—The Cudahy Pack 
ing company’s company union scheme | 
went down to defeat when the em- 
ployes by a vote of 164 to 12 voted 
in favor of the Wichita local of the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butch- 
Workmen of North America as 
their collective bargaining agency. 

Company officials exercised con- 
siderable influence to restrain em- 
ployes from voting and many mem- 
bers of the “plant conference,” which 
is the luscious term used by the 
Cudahy outfit to describe its com- 
pany union, did not vote.

Under the rulings of the national 


labor board, this boycott of the elec- 
tion did not defeat the purposes of 
the poll, the board having declared 
on a number of occasions that the 
representative chosen by an official 
election of employes of a firm or 
plant, regardless of the number vot- 
ing, is the recognized collective bar- 
gaining agency. 

The poll was taken under the 
direction of R. L. Blume, executive 
secretary of the Kansas City regional 
labor board.

EDITORIAL

In a dispatch from San Francisco describing the issue 
of capital vs. labor in the recent strike, the New York 
Daily News quoted William H. Crocker, banker, as say- 
ing: 

“This strike is the best thing that ever happened to 
San Francisco. It’s costing us money, certainly. We have 
lost millions on the water-front in the last few months. 
But its a good investment, a marvelous investment. It’s 
solving the labor problem for years to come, perhaps for- 
ever. 

“Mark my words. When this nonsense is out of the 
way and men have been DRIVEN back to their jobs, we 
won't have to worry about them anymore. They’ll have 
learned their lesson. Not only do | believe we'll never 
have another general strike, but I don’t think we'll have 
a strike of any kind in San Francisco during this genera- 
tion. Labor is licked.” 

Banker Crocker’s remarks are very misleading and 
very unsound, although we must admit that millions 
was spent to defeat the waterfront employes—millions 
more than the slight increase the longshoremen asked 
for. Crocker says, “they have learned a lesson and have 
been driven back to their jobs.” Learning a lesson is 
one thing but being driven back to their jobs is very mis- 
leading. 

After every strike labor learns a lesson—a lesson 
that is indelibly impressed on the minds of those who 
toil—that lesson is “If you want decent wages, if you 
want to live as decent Americans under decent working 
conditions you must fight for them because the banker 
and the employers will keep you in poverty if you do 
not demand of them a decent way to live’’—the only 
way out for the worker is by striking, not because he 
wants to but because he is forced to do so for his own 
protection. 

We hear so much about communism today it makes 
one wonder how communism got such a foothold in this 
great American country of ours. But it is possible that 
such statements as Crocker’s makes communism when 
he says that the “workers have been driven back to 
work.” Is Crocker trying to make the people believe that 
American workmen are nothing but slaves and _ that 
bankers and shipowners are their masters? 

If this is the impression that Crocker has impressed 
on the minds of the people then we say that Crocker and 
his kind are responsible for the breeding of communism 
in America. 

Keep communism out of America, not by trying to 
crush the foundation on which Americanism is built nor 
by trying to break the backbone of the workers that 
make up our great country, but by driving out the root 
of the evil, which is found in part in Banker Crocker'’s 
statement. By doing this we will eliminate the cause of 


communism and America will be kept for Americans.

During the past two months several hundred workers 
have affliated with various unions in Alameda county.
